He was fed twice a 
day. A guard of twelve Mexican sol- 
diers occupied the acent rooms and 
the haliway leading to his dungeon. 
Some of these bandits amused them- 
selves by discussing, ina loud voice, the 
probable manner of the execution 
of the invader. Ribald jesta con- 
cerning the unhappy wile of the 
archduke were shouted. trom’ one 
chamber to another; all these tings 
were heard by the prisoner. Meantime 
the emperor’s physical sufferings abated 
little or none. For several days only the 
jailor aud the doctor were permitted to

WEATHER AND BUSINESS. 


The day and warm spell continues 
aud weather sages predict that we will 


have clear skies for several days yet to/| 
come. Business on the landing was very

Ata ealled meeting of -the board of 
mayor and aidermen, held yesterday 
afternoon at the Execbange building, 
there was present—Hon. Henry J. Lynn, 
mayor pro tem., Chairman Hulbert, 
Aldermen Powers, Glancy, Cochran, 
Wickersham, Amls, Bolling, Holst, 
Donnell, Shaw, Lemon, Smith and 
Passmore. The president called the 
board to order, and said that the board 
had been eonvened by the mayor, the 
object of which call ‘would be stated by 
his honor, 

‘The mayor stated that he bad been re- 
quested by members of the*board to call 
the meeting, for the purpose of disposing 
of the draining of the pond corner 
of Linden and Beal streats on Main ; 
aleo, to settle the disputes with teachers 
of the city schools, and other matters. 

Alderman ©’ Donnell moved that the 
matter of draining the poud be referred 
toaspecial committee. 

Alderman l’assmore suggested that, for 
the present, the pond be drained by one 
of the fire engines, and that the street 
commissioner be instructed to cover the 
pond with six inches of dirt, which 
wonld temporarily abate the nuisance. 

Alderman Lemon was opposed to the 
reference. 

Alderman ©’Donnell withdrew his 
motion. 

Alderman Shaw thought it useless to 
pump out the stagnant water at present. 

Alderman Powers said. that, in his 
opinion, it was better to construct a 
sewer, Which could be done in twenty 
days, at a cost of, say $1000. If the ea- 
gines pumped out the water it might 
injare the machises to a very great 
extent. 

Alderman Wickersham was opposed to 
touching the pond at present, as in
